In short, taking drugs seems a method of 
telling the ‘old man" to go to hell with his hypoc- 
risy. 

6. There were those who gave the excuse that drugs 
were a release from daily tensions and the heavy 
demands of school work and offered relief from frus- 

trations and the feeling of defeat! 

Naturally, to combai the arug problem, we must know 
facts about drugs; but perhaps even more important is know- 
+ ing some of the basic reasons why youngsters are using drugs 
in this beautiful Jand of opportunity we call America, The above 
reasons are only a small fraction of the entire list, I am sure, 
but will give us all food for thought within our own personal 
family situations. 

In trying to analyze drug misuse we must certainly bear in 
mind that children today are raised in a chemical society. They 
have come to know, from infancy, they can go to the doctor 
and get a shot for this ailment and a pill for that; it follows 
then that there is a good reason why children have built the 
impression they can be doctored chemically for any physical 
or emotional problem. And, let’s not forget the influence of t.v. 
Wouldn't a child easily come to feel that there is a chemical 
cure for-everything by watching t.v. commercials? 

It has been reported that some of the best children, the 
articulate child who brings home good grades and may often 
be a student body officer. . . even these youngsters are high 
on the list of drug abusers. So then, another reason for trying 
drugs comes to the front: to be one of the group, to be accepted 
as equal, to be recognized as an un-square. 

Some experts in the fleld of drug abuse say that it is time 
for the ‘‘generation gap” and all such nonsense to come to a 
dead halt. In other words, now is probably the best time for 
parents to take the reins once again and find out what is go- 
ing on among the children. Let's begin to recognize the signs 
. a situation developing into a serious problem BEFORE it 

happens, instead of placing ourselves in the position of simply 
saying, ‘I'm sorry” after it has happened. 

There are many professional people, doctors, ministers, 
family counselors, and your pubiic services, that stand veedy 
to help you solve problema BEFORE they become catastrophic 
in nature. Don’t walt too long... that child you save may be 
your own!

1972 — Year of Solid Progress 

At this outset of the New Year, 
therefore, the staff of Babson's 
reports views constructively the 
prospect of what lies in store 
for the economy. We are hope- 
ful that the Administration's 
economic game plan will jell 
‘sufficiently to encourage husi- 
_nessmen and consumers to sluff 
loff their cocoons of cautiousness 
and assume a more optimistic 
perspective. Such an improve- 
ment in public confidence, after 
‘the long siege of uncertainty of 
.the past three years, should pro- 
duce a lefinite pattern of busi- 
hess improvement. 
| It would be well not to expect 
an immediate return of boom

whole. The fight against infla- 
tinn will reauire continuing vig- 
‘ilance and therapy, and with the 
jlarge reservoir of idle produc- 
tive capacity in American in- 
idustry the task of paring unem- 
ployment will require patience. 
The Nixon Administration’s eco- 
nomic program was not set forth 
as one which would produce de- 
flation, but rather one which 
would restrain inflationary pres- 
;$ures sufficiently ta create pro- 
‘ductivity gains and make’ for 
solid progress in the economy, 
as opposed to the illusory gains 
of recent years when price in- 
flation accounted for much of 
the advance. So, to the extent 
-that inflation is curtailed, Bab- 
son’s Reports forecast that 1972 
will emerge as a period of gen- 
uine achievement. 

Less Worrisome Climate 

_ The primary 
“which the staff of Babson’s Re-! 
ports expects will mark 1972! 
and enable the economy to re-j; 
‘gain its fc: ward thrust in the 
‘next twelve months is an anti- 
\eipated easing in certain traubie- 
‘some areas. The major labor 
groups are tied to multi-year 
leontracts, and the next ‘“‘go- 
around is not scheduled until 
1973. Hence, on the labor front, 
iit will be a year of relative quiet 
/on the part of the major unions, 


bilitating to the economy. To 
further brighten the backward 
picture for the coming year, we 
anticipate no real money and 
credit worries for the better part 
of 1972. 

Even as demand for money 
and credit increases in pace with 
the projected improvement in 
economic activity, the monetary 
authorities are well situated to 
‘pump additional credit to meet 
legitimate business needs, thus 
obviating the likelihood of anoth- 
er restrictive credit crunch. 
\Corporate liquidity in general 
has been bolstered quite signifi- 
ieantly during the past two years; 
thus, except for the marginal 
companies which have trouble 
securing credit under most cir- 
‘cumstances, the threat no long- 
‘er looms of business being push- 
ed to the wall. 

We must also remember that 
even though the tax incentives 
‘have been extremely slow in 
‘gaining congressional approval, 
iit is very likely that initia] ben- 
efits to the economy wil] be 
jseen by the end of the first 
quarter of 1972. Moreover, the 
Administration will strive to im- 
part more zip to the economy 
because of the national elections 
coming up in the fall of 1972. 


Probably one method will be to: 


increase attempts to stimulate 
trade with hitherta restricted 
Communist countries. One thing 
is true, however — that the 
Nixon Administration jn gird- 
ing for 1972’s elections does not 
have the latitude to stimulcte 
ithe economy which other incum:| 
bent Administrations have had 
in the past, due to the grave 
budget deficit problem.

inflation? Also, will labor groups

A third area of uncertainty is;

jdent in each of the now known!

Inflation Versus Deflation

Confidence In 


Government 


Dips 


One of the biggest problems in state government 
today is a lack of public confidence in government 
at all Jevels--and particularly a Jack of public 
contidence in the State Legislature. 

Not only are these my sentiments, but they also. 
were recently expressed from a somewhat unex- 
pected source. 

This view came from Sen. Robert Vander Laan of 
Kentwood in Ken County, who also is Republican 
leader in the State Senate. 

Bo» VanderLann is an intelligent, articulate, and 
alert person, whose party role in the Senate makes 
him the prime mover of Gov. Milliken’s legislative 
programs in that body. 

A former teacher and student of government, 
VanderLaan is no prototype ward heeler, but a 
serious practioner of the art (or science) of political 
activity, 

VanderLuan thinks the public has come to 2xpect 
more frora all levels of government than govern- 
ment can deliver in today's complicated society. 

Speuking of the Michigan Legislature, he feels a 
public lack of confiderce is unwarranted, and has 
been created in part t various news media which 
highlight legislative sa.aries, fringe benefit plans, 
and spending practices. 

There's no doubt that the media—at least some of 
ws have tended to underscore matters that are 
critical af legislative practices, In my view, such 
medi exposure is not only desirable but necessary, 
especially in view of the “complicated society’’ 
Which VanderLaan uses to explain some of 
Havernments lack of conclusive actions. 

VanderLaan points out. with justification, that the 
practice of legislating is somewhat inexact at best, 

In a recent interview with one of Michigan's 
metropolitian newspapers, he compares public 
passion for tootball games. In a football game, there 
is ji contest, there is conflict, and there is a result. 
The culo is cloareut cuntess the game ends un a 
tie, and the people can judge the result. 

But legislating is not that way. There is conflict, 
there is contest. but too frequently there is no 
clearcue result. 

VanderLaan points to the recently enacted drug 
law, which has been kicking around the Legislature 
since back in 1952 with more recent emphasis 
coming three and lour years ago. It has taken the 
legislative process all this time to come to a con- 
clusion--and even then, he points out, there are 
loopholes in the new law which will have to be 
patched in upcoming sessions. 

School bussing, he says, is another case in point. 

“Eventually. it's going to have to be resolved, but 
I daresay it will take 10 years,”’ he says. 

Sa where does that leave us? VanderLaan claims 
that legislative efficiency perhaps could be im- 
proved if the House and Senate were somewhat 
sinaller in size. and if they turned to more madern 
devices, like computers, te help their work. 

But in part. in VanderLaan’s analysis, the 
problem of confidence in government is much 
broader. extending across our total society. 

“There is a dividing, a pulling apart, rather than 
a cohesive movement,”’ he says. 

People are finding more reasons to disagree with 
their neighbors. And it's affecting all of us.” 

What we could use, he concludes, is some ‘'strong 
individual in public office who’s got the quality of 
pulling people together.”
